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History  and  Mandate 


The  Public  Health  Advisory  and 
Appeal  Board  was  formed  on  July  3 1 , 
1985,  under  Section  2  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  Chapter  P.27. 1  Statutes  of 
Alberta  1984.  It  replaced  the 
Provincial  Board  of  Health,  which  had 
its  origins  in  Alberta's  first  Public 
Health  Act  (1909). 


The  purpose  of  the  Provincial  Board 
of  Health,  as  stated  in  the  1908  Act, 
was  'to  take  cognizance  of  the 
interests  of  health  and  life,  among  the 
people  of  the  province.'  It  had  appeal 
and  advisory  functions  and  used  its 
powers  broadly  for  the  protection  and 
improvement  of  health  and  prevention 
of  disease.  The  board  was  made  up 
mostly  of  government  officials  from 
various  departments  concerned  with 
health  issues. 


The  mandate  of  the  Public  Health 
Advisory  and  Appeal  Board  is  stated 
in  Section  3  of  the  Public  Health  Act 
as  follows: 

a)  to  advise  the  Minister  on  matters 
pertaining  to  the  public  health: 

b)  to  make  investigations  or  inquiries 
into,  collect  information  relating 
to  or  conduct  research  into  any 
matter  relating  to  the  public  health 
and  make  its  report  in  the  manner 
and  at  the  time  specified  by  the 
Minister; 

c)  on  the  request  of  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council,  hold  public 
hearings  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  submissions  on  matters 
pertaining  to  the  public  health  and 
make  its  report  to  the  Minister: 

d)  hear  appeals  pursuant  to  Section  4 
of  the  Public  Health  Act. 


To  carry  out  this  mandate  the  board 
comprises  nine  members  with  varied 
professional  backgrounds  who 
represent  all  parts  of  the  province.

The  Board  drew  concerns,  respecting 
the  Task  Force  reviewing  looming 
houses  and  apartments  in  downtown 
Edmonton  area,  to  the  Minister's 
attention  pursuant  to  the  Board's 
advisory  function  under  section  4  of 
the  Public  Health  Act. 


Appeal  Activities 


The  Public  Health  Act  establishes  the 
Public  Health  Advisory  and  Appeal 
Board  as  an  appeal  body  to  hear 
appeals  from  decisions  of  local  boards 
as  defined  in  Section  4  of  the  Public 
Health  Act.  The  Public  Health 
Advisory  and  Appeal  Board  may 
confirm,  reverse,  or  vary  the  decisions 
of  a  local  board,  and  is  obliged  to  give 
written  notice  of  its  decisions  to  the 
appellant  and  the  local  board. 

The  Board  is  subject  to  the  general 
rules  of  administrative  law  and  natural 
justice  as  they  apply  to  quasi-judicial 
tribunals.  To  that  end,  it  has  retained 
Donald  R.  Cranston,  L.L.B.,  of  the 
law  firm  Cruickshank  Karvellas,  to 
provide  independent  legal  advice.
